public needs to the contrary notw ithstanding. 
Said the facetious Mr. I lannegan; 
“ I believe in the two party system. I believe that the 
Republicans are entitled to all the good tilings in life 
i except jobs in public office. 
lf rewarding your friends, those who have helped

In his remarks he made clear that, though civil service
